De Atkinson said he had gone carefully 
through the papers, and it appeared-to him 
that tio schamo was founded on the Bom- 
bay Act. The leading feature of that Act 
was tho xtrength of the financial arrange- 
ments in Bombay, They had the enormous 
sum of one million storling to bogin the 
operations of the schemo, . It is necessary 
f the schome,is to be carried out on the 
same lines as tha Bombay Act that a body 
be appointed who should have the manago- 
ment of the working of the . scheme, 
and referring to the working of the 
scheme at Bombay he raw, first of all, that
